hair, thick lip and widely 


spread nostrils. The white of his eye 
showed very white. He had iu a 
marked degree that economy of move- 
ment seen iu many of the old time ne- 
groes, and by which every movement 
toll?. He walked slowly but got over 
the ground. 
Always, on the street, 


he had either a saw or an axe un- 
der 
his arm. 
There was no one 


like him. He was nuique. He was a 
silent man aud paid no attention to us 
boys when we sometimes yelled after 
him: "Governor! 
Governor! How's 


your heel?" He was a feature of "The 
Point." 


boys, who did not spend here every 
Sunday a part at least of the money 
given him by his trusting paraiH to 
supply clothing lor the heathen child- 
ren living near the equator, for tbe 
purchase of these tempting things.

Suiiday school boys.aud good old Doc- 
tor Spencer couldn't help It. 


Another personal feature of "The 


Point" was "Old Mr. Southwiek".as he 
was called. 
He used, twice a week, I 


think, Wednesday and Saturday after- 
noons, to appear ou the streets and 
wharves where men aud boys congre- 
gated, with two six-quart tin pails, 
suspended from his shoulders by a 
yoke, aud filled, the one 'With pepper- 
mint, the other with sassafras molas- 
ses candy. One cent per piece was the 
price asked. Each piece was rhom- 
boldal iu shape and while just large 
euough to shove Into the mouth whole 
was uot quite large enough to divide 
with anybody else. 


There were more, but these were 


some of the scenes and places aud 
people which afforded us amusement 
and pleasure—of little moment perhaps 
to anybody except those who lived 
among them.

Tbe suggestion emanating from tbe 


Automobile Club of America that the 
persons who travel. iu vehicles of that 
character arm themselves with revolvers 
to resist the attempts of Deputy Sheriffs 
aud others to arrest them for real or as- 
sumed violations of law will bear very 
thoughtful reconsideration before it Is 
put into effect, says the New York 
Times. If a chauffeur starts out with 
any such purpose aud provides him- 
self with the means of carrying it into 
effect, he would do well to travel alone. 
Tbe worst misfortune which could be- 
fall him aud his friends of the Auto- 
mobile Club would be that he would 
find what he deemed proper occasion 
to use his weapon by killing or wound- 
ing a Deputy Sheriff. 
Snch an act 


would effectually close all the roads of 
that part of the country to motor vehi- 
cles. The man who should venture to 
sound bis irritating "honk" on one of 
its highways would find, like Roderick 
Dhu, that 
One blast ipon hlu bugle lioru were worth a 


thousand men— 


not iu the ihape of allies aud defenders, 
but as armed farmers who would take 
particular pleasure iu making his jour- 
ney pleasant iu the way in which tbe 
Minute Men entertained the British ou 
their retreat from Lexington. 


This kind of talk from,the owners of 


motor vehicles is worse than silly. Tbe 
fact of the matter is that enough of this 
class are reckless aud deliberate offend- 
ers against the law to have brought tbe 
whole class into disfavor. There is a 
determination on the part of the local 
authorities iu many districts to put a 
stop to scorching of this kind. Properly 
commissioned deputies have been in- 
utructed to stop it aud to arrest of- 
fenders.

tention to a summons to stop, and that 
tbe only way of making roads safe for 
horse vehicles aud pedestrians is to 
treat such persons as they would fugi- 
tive chicken thieves or escaping mis- 
demeanants.

Warm wave will cross west ofKotkies 
about 23, great central valleys 25, east- 
ern states 27. 
Cool wave will cross 


west of Rockies about 26, great central 
valleys 28, eastern states 30.

DESIGN rOK A SMALL HAG. 


but sewed, and, wlmt-. Is more, sewed 
In such a simple manner that it will 
no longer be neeessarj- fnr ns tu #asp 
at the exorbitant prices charged for 
them. 
It Is a very simple matter to I 


knit a pattern in steel beads on a silk 


1 purse or even to string several colors 


on the silk and knit them as they tall. 
but who ever supposed that even a 
novice at fancy work could make a 
bag wilh shaded pink roses, green 
leaves and borders, nil on the same six 
inches, and still remain sane? Never- 
theless, it is a fact tliat it can be done, 
and, what Is more, done easily, If the 
right materials are procured and a 
good pattern secured as a guide for 
the work. 


The designs are all worked on the 


lame canvas, cream colored or ecru, 
baring single threads instead of the 
double ones used in cross stitch. This 
can be bought for 75 cents a yard and 
IB a yard wide. 'The designs are al- 
waj-s made on regular design paper, 
which Is very simple to work from, 
each square representing one bead. 


The design should all be worked in 


first, and then it is easy to fill in the 
beads 'forming the background, for 
these new bags and card cases are all 
»olid bead-not a particle of canvas 
dust show when the article is finished. 


The design for the small bag is n 


good one for a beginner or one who 
has not much patience, being made up 
entirely of straight lines, with no shad- 
ing. Three sets of beads are necessary 
for this pattern, the black being work- 
ed in green, the gray, broken bands on 
the edges in steel and the remainder 
filled In with white. Never cut the 
canvas the exact sixe to be finished, 
for In some design paper the squares 
are quite large, which will of course 
make a difference In the size of the 
bag If the pattern is arranged as on 
the paper. And after the bag Is all 
worked half an inch margin at least 
Ihould be allowed all round for OK 
making np. 


The beads are sewed on with a 


heavy sewing silk, and a short, fine 
needle Is the best to work with. Take 
several stitches through the canvas to 
fasten the thread securely and, taking 
a stitch beneath two threads of the 
canvas, string a bead on the needle 
and draw the thread throngh; slip the 
bead down and take the second stitch 
exactly above where the needle came 
Out and two threads beyond.

The Delineator, the source of the

A Uflefnl Cake Recipe. 


This rule is the foundation of a great 


many cakes, and it is so easily and 
quickly made that for general purposes 
it cannot be excelled: Beat half a cup 
of' butter and a cup of sugar to a 
cream; add two eggs, one at a time, 
and beat until the mixture is very 
light; next one and a half cups of 
flour, a half cup of milk or water and 
a level teaspoon of baking powder. 
Add first a tablespoon of flour, then 
liquid and flour alternately, mixing the 
baking powder .thoroughly with the 
last quarter of a cup of flour.
